There has never been a very sat- 
isfastory solution found to handle 
une debateable liquor traffic. One 
tning is certain, Alberta must very 
oon overhaul its unpopular regu- 
iations to meet the will of the people 
ahd combat many abuses that have 
arisen as a result of a set of rules 
that cannot be enforced, Visitors to 
Alberta, especially from the States, 
ore often exasperated over the sense- 
jess controls surrounding our liquor 
waffic. We don't think it is possible 
to write a statute that will com- 
pletely solve the difficulty, The con- 
sumption of liquor is dangerous when 
not controlled, yet there are thou- 
ands of people who enjoy drinking 
to a moderate degree and resent of- 
ficla] interference with their rights 
especially, when they accede to the 
terrific self umposed taxation which 
follows the liquor traffic as a happy 
and easy source of revenue. Be this 
as it may, there are many times 
when moderate drinkers want to be 
served without having to sutismit 
themselves to the beer parlors where 
the drinking of beer is the only pas- 
time exercised, They would like beer 
or wine with their meals, or they 
would Like the higher class surround- 
ings of the cocktail bar where ladies 
can fee} welcome, even if charges are 
in the luxury class. British Colum- 
ia Nas already taken steps to broad- 
en its attitude towards drinking pri- 
vUeges. ‘hese new outlets are sub- 
ject to local option. The Bracken 
Commission in Manitoba brought in 
a report that udvocated loosening the 
controls, and the Manitoba Premier 
has indicated that the recommenda- 
tons wil] be implemented at an early 
date. The Alberta Government is 
taking steps to have liquor stores 
open all night in an effort to combat 
the growing bootleg menace. Nothing 
short of prohibition wil] satisfy the 
ultra drys, but we w hardly like 
lo see the doors opened wide here, 
,o that beer and wines would be sold 
along with groceries, There is big 
money and easy money in the liquor 
business and as long as this condie 
tion prevails there will be pressure 
to open the gates. One could take a 
lesson from Britain where the law 
of diminishing returns has caused 
the govermment to survey the situa- 
lian to tind out if high exelse taxes 
are not killing off the goose that lays 
ine golden ex@s for the national 
treasury

GARDEN SLUGS: In response to 
a Nuinber of enquiries I am writing 
this ietter about the garden pest 
Which proves a troublesome enemy 
in many cases. These slugs have 
become a serious pest of gardens in 
many parts of Alberta. They are 
readily distributed with bedding-out 
plants and are liable to turn up any- 
where. 

The life history is very simple. 
legless and no obvious heads. They 
glide from place to place leaving be- 
‘ind a trail] of siime. Normally they 
hide by day under any kind of rub- 
vbish At night, they climb plants 
and feed by scraping the surface 
trom tender vegetation with a rasp- 
jike structure Which they extrude 
ivom their mouths. They also attack 
potatoes and make holes in them. 
Practically everything green in @ 
vrden serves their purpose. From 
lime to time eggs are laid in pro- 
tected places. From. these, young 
slues hateh and. and without change 
in Structure, grow to thei full size 
of about one inch when extended. A 
resting slug is much shortened and 


swollen and may be little longer 
than wide 

Control: 

i General sanitation Clean up 
all bourds, boxes, ete. under which 
lues can hide by day 

2. Mctaldehyde This material, 


obtainable trom drug stores and seed 


houses, is usually considered to be 
the best for sluw control, Methods 
for use are given on the containers 
in Which they are purchased 

4. Anhydrous copper sulphate is 
much cheaper than metaldehyde 
and usually is about as effective. 
One part of this mixed with ten 


parts of hydrated lime. Scatter this 
the ground among infested plants 
shortly after sundown, It remains 
effective for as long as it is dry. 

4. Ordinary lime, placed in a belt 
on the soil surface about an inch in 
width, kills most of the slugs which 
attempt to cross it for as long as it 
remains dry. 

The emptied halves of grapefruits, 
placed cul-side downwards among 
infested plants, will trap many slugs. 
Examine these occasionally and des- 
troy any slugs in them by pouring on 
bolling water, 

1 don't anticipate that you will exe 
perience much more trouble from 
these pests this fall, but you will be 
well advised to file away this infor- 
mation so that you can refer to it 
next summer when the garden slugs 
mike their appearance in your gare 
dens
